Six checks reported missing 
from city treasurer's office

Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart has 
initiated a full-scale investigation into six 
missing city checks, all signed by Treasurer 
John B. Lewkowicz’ check-signing machine, 
and made out to a secretary he (Lewkowicz) 
may have hired illegally. 

According to Larry Moore, city accountant, 


four of the checks have been returned can- 
celled from the bank, while the two remaining 
checks had not shown upas cf press time. 

The mayor directed Robert Reese, city 
attorney, to look into the matter after he, 
Lewkowicz, City Clerk Leonard Folmar and 
City Council hhd been informed of the missing 
checks by a memorandum from Moore. 

The six missing checks were first 
discovered Thursday by Linda Brooks, an 


accounting clerk, who was engaged in 
reconciling the payroll account. Not only 
were the six checks missing, but the stubs 
corresponding to the checks, had been ripped 
out of the city’s payroll account checkbook. 

In his memorandum, Moore had recom- 
mended to the mayor that an independent 
auditing firm be employed to probe the six 
checks missing from the payroll account 
checkbook. However, after contacting a 


certified public accountant, Moore was ad- 
vised the matter at this stage was in the hands 
of the city attorney. 

The CPA further advised Moore that it 
would be “a waste of money” for the CPA to 
verify what Moore had already uncovered, 
but that if requested at a later date, he would 
testify as an expert witness on the results of 
his personal investigation. 

Moore said a special coincil meeting called 
for last night would indude what action 
council would take in regard to ordering a 
probe of the missing checks. 

Subsequent investigation by Miss Brooks 
disclosed that checks and their stubs, num- 
bered consecutivefy, as No. 3834, No. 3835, No. 
3836, No. 3858, No. 3859 and No. 3860 had been 
removed from the payroll checkbook. 

Appraised of the situation, Moore notified 
the city attorney and then sent a memoran- 
dum to Stewart, Lewkowicz and Folmar. 

The four cancelled checks totalled $547.23. 
Dates, amounts and check numbers are: July 
8 - $188. 13, No. 3834 ; Juty 19 - $107.28, No. 3835; 
July 22 - $131.70; No. 3836; and July 28 - 
$120.12, No. 3858. 

As of jresstime,notraceof checks No. 3859 
and No. 3860 had been uncovered. 

“While the checkbook was in my 
possession, I turned it over to the city clerk 
with the checks still missing, in order to make 
a fulldisdosure, as I am obligated to do when 
I find an ir regularity,” Moore wrote in his 
memorandum sent to Council, Stewart 
Folmar, Lewkowicz and the Payroll Dept. 

Moore’s letter continued: “The checks that 
were cashed were signed by the treasurer’s 
check-signing machine. 

“Since there were no funds available in the 
payroD account for additional personnel, if 


the checks should have been for services 
rendered, the federal state and social security 
reports for that period would be incorrect. 

“Since it is not possible for payroll to ac- 
count for this money, we need an immediate 
investigation by an outside auditing firm.” 

Four of the checks were made out to and 
cashed by Renee Ann Dembinski, who has 
been working in the treasurer’s office 
although she was not hired through normal 
personnel procedures. She is not considered 

an employee of the city by the personnel 
department. 

Personnel Director Sandy Spjut verified 
that Miss Dembinski had been brought to her 
office on June 23, by Deputy Treasurer Pat 
Geldmacher for her pre-employment 
physical. 

However, Mrs. Spjut said she told both of 
them that she did not have authorization to 
hire Miss Dembinski. Therefore, Miss 
Dembinski did not go through the normal 
process of getting a physical, filling out forms 
for state and federal taxes, or filling out 
forms for life and health insurance." 

Mayor Stewart also said city council was 
amiss in approving pay for Miss Dembinski. 

“I think they (council) went off the deep 
end,’’ Stewart said. “What they did was ac- 
tually illegal. There was no money budgeted 
for the payment and they didn't state how 
much and under which classification she 
would be.” 

Moore further pointed out that the 
treasurer’s payrcP account was overdrawn 
$456 a t the end of the fiscal year June 30. 

Even though dty council unanimously 
approved on July 12 that Miss Dembinski be 
paid *oi services rendered, a check was 
issued to her and cashed on July 8, four days 
before authorization.

Council, treasurer explain 


Council members differ 
on okay to pay clerk

The controversy over the hiring of a 
clerk 02 for the treasurer’s office just will 
not go away. 

Initially, a dispute arose between 
Treasurer John B. Lewkowicz and Mayor 
James C. Stewart, and City Council was 
placed right in the middle. 

Lewkowicz contended he had the right, 
according to the budget, to hire the clerk 
02. Stewart replied that only he had the 
authority to employ the girl, and so the girl 
— Renee Anne Dembinski, the innocent 
object of the controversy — worked about 
three weeks without being paid. 

When city council on July 12 authorized 
Miss Dembinski to be paid, it seemed the 
matter was resolved. But, like so many 
other issues in Romulus, this one was not. 

And while council agrees, in principle, 
that the motion was to “assure that the girl 
gets paid”, they differ on who should have 
paid her. 

Miss Dembinski has been paid six 
checks, the first one issued and cashed on 
July 8, four days before city council 
authorized payment to her. 

Lewkowicz had admitted writing all six 
checks to the clerk he hired and told ANP 
Managing Editor Dennis Fassett he took 
the stubs from the checkbook “because I 
didn’t want anyone to destroy those 
records.” 


(See Fassett’s sidebar story recounting 
Lewkowicz’ version of the check-writing 
controversy). 

At the July 12 meeting, Councilmen 
Jimmie Raspberry and William Oakley 
discussed publicly how the motion should 
be worded. They publicly said at the time 
that the meaning of the motion was to the 
effect that “the employee in question be 
paid’’ 

However, Raspberry and Oakley differ 
somewhat as to what was meant by the 
motion. 

“I believe there was a place for a Clerk 
02 in Mr. Lewkowicz’ budget for 1976-77,” 
said Raspberry, explaining his motion. 
“Since her classification had been 
budgeted she should have been paid.” 

Raspberry said he understood Goldie 
Eaton (the phone operator) had been 
granted leave time and that the new 
employee would be compensated from the 
budget that paid for Mrs. Eaton’s position. 

“Basically, the intent was to see her 
(Miss Dembinski) paid,” Raspberry 
continued. “I’m not taking sides in this, 
but I don’t see any difference in paying the 
former girl or the new one. I’m not saying 
John is right, but I a m say ing he was right 
in paying the girl.” 

Oakley’s understanding was that the 
motion was to see that the girl was paid, 
not that Lewkowicz should pay her. 

“The girl has worked there and should 


not be deprived of her money,” Oakley 
said. “It was my understanding that the 
girl would be paid through normal 
procedures enacted by the ad- 
ministration.” 

Councilman Bob Martin agreed with 
Oakley’s position. 

“The only thing we agreed on was to pay 
the girl,” Martin said. 

Headdedthat the council couldn’t act on 
department head’s interpretations nor 
take their authority away. 

“It’s not our position to say who’s right. I 
understand it’s stiD an issue between the 
two (Stewart and Lewkowicz),” Martin 
said. 

Councilwoman Beverly McAnally said: 
“I don’t recall that we went into the 
procedure (of how the girl should be paid). 
It’s my feeling that the wishes of the 
council were to see that the girl got paid.” 

The councilwoman said she didn’t have 
any information about the present check- 
writing controversy when she was con- 
tacted by the Roman Monday night. 

“If there was any problem with the 
normal processing of time cards and 
issuance of paychecks by the payroll 
department, 1 imagine that Mr. 
Lewkowicz would have felt it was his 
responsibility to see the employee was 
paid,’’ Mrs. McAnally said. 

“It’s my feeling that an innocent person 
should not be made a scapegoat because of 
animosities at City Hall.”

Treasurer tells why 
he made out checks

“The whole issue is completely 
ridiculous. If they had a problem (with the 
missing checks), they should have con- 
tacted me, and not the newspapers.” 

So said Romulus Treasurer John 
Lewkowicz when questioned by the Roman 
concerning the six missing checks, 
discovered during a routine reconciling of 
the payroll account 

The six checks , a 11 pulled from inside the 
payroll account check book, along with 
their matching stubs, were discovered 
missing by Linda Brooks, accounting 
clerk. Following her discovery, she im- 
mediately informed Larry Moore, ac- 
counting supervisor for the city. 

Moore stated that it is general procedure 
for an accounting department to request 
an outside audit when both checks and 
their matching stubs are missing from an 
account check book 

“At school we are taught that such a 
missing combination usually indicates 
theft,” said Moore. 

According to Lewkowicz, “I had 
requested that the check for payment to 
Renee Dembinski be paid to her following 
council approval I asked Helen Gallien, 
Mayor Stewart, and Sandy Spjut to 
prepare the check, but all three refused .“ 

The authorization in the council minutes, 
referred to by Lewkowicz (see ac- 
companying story), was as 
follows: “July 12, 1977 Item 77-405- 
6D1, Motion by Raspberry, supported by 
Oakley, to pay the office clerk 02, Renee 
Dembinski, in the Treasurer’s Office. Roll 
call vote showing: Ayes - Raspberry, 
Oakley, Martin, Canejo McAnally, Lee, 
Block, Nays - none Motion carried 
unanimously.” 

But, according to several council 
members contacted by the Roman, the 
intent of the motion was only to assure 
Miss Dembinski that she would be paid for 
her services to Romulus “It was not,” 
said Councilman William Oakley a 
directive to Lewkowicz to pay her 

When asked why the first check issued tc 

Miss Dembinski lad been written and

cashed on July 8, some four days prior to 
the supposed authorization by council, 
Lewkowicz replied, “Renee had not been 
paid for three weeks and was desperate.” 

According to Lewkowicz, Renee 
Dembinski had been hired in early June, 
and because of the administration’s 
refusal to pay her. “I placed myself on the 
council agenda for the meeting of July 12, 
for the purpose of discussing this issue. At 
that meeting I informed council that I had 
already paid Miss Dembinski There was 
no objection by council.” 

Lewkowciz continued, “I am the 
treasurer of Romulus and Renee Dem- 
binski is one of my employees. There are 
peopiewhoare attempting to take over the 
treasurer’s office with absolutely no 
authority, it is my opinion that all of this is 
politically motivated ” 

In spite of the fact that the first check 
issued to Miss Dembinski was dated four 
days prior to the council action on that 
issue, and was apparently illegal, 
Lewkowicz maintained that none of his 
actions were improper 

Lewkowicz stated that the r aining 
twu of the sx checks he re mm aJ from the 
payroll check book should tk' clearing the 
bank shortly Those two checks dated in 
August were also made out to Miss 
Dembinski in ihc amount of $131.70 each

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Aquarium and flower conservatory, 
both open daily; the Dossin Great 
Lakes Museum, open Wednesdays 
through Sundays; Scott Fountain 
and the Children’s Zoo, open daily in 
summer. 

There is a public beach and plenty 
of picnic space, and shipwatchers 
will want to travel slowly along the 
south shore where freighters can be 
seen close up. 

Two miles west on Jefferson from 
the island’s entrance on East Grand 
Boulevard is the huge glass-walled 
Renaissance Center, boasting the 
world’s tallest hotel — a 70-story 
waterfront centerpiece which is one 
of five cylindrical buildings. Nearby 
are famed Ford Auditorium, the 
Veterans Memorial Building, Cobo 
Hall and its 11,000-seat arena and 
Dodge Fountain, which is under 
construction. 

The city’s Cultural Center two 
miles north of the river on Wood- 
ward is home for the Detroit In- 
stitute of Arts, the nation's largest 
municipally owned museum, and the 
Main Library across the street, 
which boasts the country’s largest 
automotive collection. 

Victorian ” gin gerbread ’ * 
buildings and the stunning modern 
classrooms seen from the library’s 
west entrance are just part of the 
sprawling Wayne State University 


campus, the state’s largest urban 
university. Other points of interest 
include the Detroit Historical 
Museum, the International Institute 
and the Children’s Museum. 

From Woodward, head west on 
Grand Boulevard back to Jefferson 
and the riverfront, where two parks 
near the 41-year-old Ambassador 
Bridge make perfect picnic spots. 

A mile west, on Jefferson, street 
names like Dragoon and Hussar 
announce Ft. Wayne Military 
Museum, which overlooks Canada 
and is considered the best preserved 
pre-Civfl War fort in the Midwest. 
Built in the 1840s, it is open Thur- 
sdays through Mondays. 

Past Detroit’s ship terminals 
along Jefferson, the pungent smell 
of sulphur fills the air near Zug 
Island, where huge blast furnaces 
are used in steel-making. 

World-famous Greenfield Village 
and Henry Ford Museum are 10 
miles north of the island Take Outer 
Drive north to Dix Road Pedal east 
to Oakwood Boulevard, then north 
two miles. 

From there, ride north on Oak- 
wood and west on Garrison through 
Dearborn. Then take Outer Drive 
north through Dearborn Heights to 
Detroit’s 1,028-acre River Rouge 
Park Tree-shaded picnic and rest 
areas line the route

Cyclists pass Southfield’s modern 
Civic Center via a city bike route 
along Filmore and Catalina and 
head west through a subdivision on 
Lincoln, then south on Coolidge to 10 
Mile Road, encounteringsome of the 
trip’s heaviest traffic. 

Go east two miles along 10 Mile to 
the famed Detroit Zoo in Royal Oak. 
One of the nation’s largest and the 
first with cageless exhibits, the 122- 
acre zoo houses more than 350 
animal species which can be seen 
year-around. 

From the zoo, head east on 10 
Mile, then north on Main to Lincoln 
Street and pedal through residential 
areas in Royal Oak and Madison 
Heights.

In his book, “Born Again”, 
Charles Colson tells of reading, 
“Mere Christianity”. He read: 
‘There is one vice of which no man 
in the world is free; which everyone 
in the world loathes when he sees it 
in someone else and of which hardly 
any people except Christians, ever 
imagine they are guilty themselves, 
pride. As long as you are proud you 
cannot know God.” 

“A proud man is always looking 
down on things and people; and, of 
course as long as you are looking 
down, you cannot see something that 
is above you.” 

From this reading Colson 
remarked “Suddenly I felt naked 
and unclean., for Lewis’s words were 
describing me. For pride is a 
spiritual cancer; it eats up the very 
possibility of love, or contentment or 
even common sense. How could I 
know God? I had been concerned 
about myself.” 

This revleation laid the ground- 
work for his conversion to Jesus 
Christ. As Colson, if we are really 
going to know God, we must become 
sensitive to this egotistical trait of 



pride, which is in the very warp and 
fib<?r of our innermost being. 

Colson aptly describes pride in 
terms of the most dreaded disease of 
all — cancer. Cancer is not satisfied 
with a local condition, but rapidly 
spreads destroying every tissue that 
it can. Now a tragic mistake of a 
person with cancer would be to 
refuse to admit the condition. So it is 
a tragedy to refuse to believe that we 
all have a cancerous condition, 
namely an egotistical inner nature 
that results in the acts of sin. 

Jesus struck at the core of pride 
when he preached the “Sermon On 
the Mount”. It is no accident that he 
began the sermon with the following 
beatitude. “Blessed are the poor in 
spirit: for theirs is the kingdom of 
God.” (Matthew 5:2). 

The first beatitude lays the 
foundation for all the rest. It begins 
with the word. “Blessed”. Blessed 
can also be rendered. “Happy.” 
Being poor in spirit certainly does 
not suggest happiness. But poor in 
spirit is that essential inward 
characteristic that causes pride to 
flee away. As someone has so aptly 
expressed it. “The flower of 
humility grows only on the grave of 
pride”. Being poor in spirit is a 
recognition of a lack in one’s life 
along with the recognition of somone 
who fulfills this lack. Being poor in 
spirit begins when we become 
thoroughly disatisfied with ourselves 
for we relaize that in oirselves we 
are incapable of knowing God and 
having true happiness in life. It is a 
gnawing lack that grips our soul. 

I realize that I have no 
righteousness of my own. I am in 
spiritual poverty apart from Christ 
and a sinner in the sight of God. So 
since the power is not within them, 
the poor in spirit have chosen an 
alternative. They have heard the 
good news that Christ saves us from 
sin and self. They have received 
Christ who has become their source 
of fulfillment and happiness. The 
poor in spirit are no longer im- 
pressed by the typical worldly spirit 


which says, 4 ‘Believe in yourself and 
have self confidence and pleasure as 
your goals in life to find happiness”. 
They have found their answer in 
Jesus Christ.

Before you use your 
pressure canner this 
summer, check to make 
sure it is in good 
working order, urges 
Dr. June Sears, home 
economist for the 
Wayne County 
Cooperative Extension

Examine the cover 
and rubber gasket for 
damage. 

Clean openings of the 
safety valve and pet- 
cock, which closes the 
valve, by drawing a 
cord through them. 

Have the dial 
pressure gauge checked 
for accuracy by using a 
steam gauge ther- 
mometer or electric 
testing device. Or, use a 
maximum temperature 
thermometer to check 
gauge accuracy. 

Clean the weight 
gauges. Also, wash the 
canner itself. Covers 
that have gauges at- 
tached should be wiped 
clean with a cloth. Do 
not submerge in water. 

Remove the gasket 
and wash itTurn it over 
before returning to 
place.

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Workshops to air Campaign Financing Law 


Wayne County Clerk James R. 
Killeen will conduct two workshops 
to help elected officials and can- 
didates for public office meet the 
requirements of the new Campaign 
Financing Act. in effect since June 
1. 

Under the act. every public of- 
ficial or candidate for public office 
must file a series of detailed 
financial reports with the county 
clerk and-or the Secretary of State, 
depending on the jurisdiction. 

He said the reports are com- 
plicated and confusing, have 
specific deadlines for filing, and 
harsh penalties are provided for 
those who fail to submit the reports 
on time. 

The reports are required for all 
levels of office, from the first local 
level all the way to the Governor’s 
office, Killeen said. He specified that 
public officials or candidates for 
elective office up to the county level 


are required to file with the county 
clerk. Those offices above the 
county level, such as state 
legislators, must file with the 
Secretary of State. 

The first workshop on these 
procedures will be held Aug. 22 in 
the 13th floor auditorium of the City- 
County Building, beginning at 7 p.m. 
The second workshop will be on Aug. 
24 at 7 p.m., in the council chambers 
of the Allen Park City Hall. 

Killeen hailed the new financing 
act as “a good measure that would 
instill public confidence, and 
provide easy access to the campaign 
financial records of public of- 
ficials.” 

The first report in the required 
series, called a statement of 
organization, has already been filed 
by most officials and candidates, 
Killeen pointed out. 

This report, considered the easiest 
in the series, identifies the candidate 


or officeholder, lists personal and 
campaign mailing addresses and 
outlines plans for campaign 
financing. 

Noting the Sept. 13 primary date 
this year, Killeen stressed that a 
subsequent report must be filed at 
least 10 days before either a primary 
or general election. 

This pre-election report requires 
precise documentation of how 
campaign funds were received and 
spent in preparing for the election. 
Included must be the names and 
addresses of every campaign 
contributor who donated more than 
$ 20 . 

Killeen also pointed out that, 
according to the act, a wrap-up 
report also is required within 30 days 
after an election. 

The final report should update 
campaign records regarding money 
and in-kind contributions and ex- 


penditures received or made during 
the campaign, Killeen advised. 

Failure to comply with the new act 
invokes direct action from the State 
Office nf the Attorney General, 


without intermediate involvement 
from the county prosecution system, 
Killeen warned 

He emphasized that violators of 


the act are fined $10 each day up to 
30 days beyond filing deadlines. 
After 30 days, violators are subject 
to up to 90 days in jail and fines up to 
$5,000, or both

What ever happened to that energy saving device? 


Last winter's abnormally low 
temperatures accompanied by 
equally high gas bills, brought 
about renewed concern for energy 
conservation. 

It was near the peak of those sub- 
zero temperatures that the late TV 
columnist Lou Gordon interviewed 
a man that claimed to have 
developed a device capable of 
reducing the consumption of 
natural gas in home heating plants 
by as much as 36 percent. 


His device, a simple automatic 
method of restricting the flue pipe 
of a furnace, would operate a 
damper in the flue pipe when the 
main gas burner of the furnace was 
off, thereby trapping the heated air 
within the furnace rather than 
allowing it to go up the chimney as 
happens in current installations. 

Following that interview in 
January of 1977, Michigan Con- 
solidated Gas Company announced 
that that device would be installed

in the heating systems of 190 homes 
in the Detroit area in order to test 
the system in the residential 
marketplace. Consolidated stated 
at that time that the device would, 
if tests were successful, be avail- 
able to the general public within 
two years. 

That announcement by Con- 
solidated was greeted with en- 
thusiasm by the residential natural 
gas user as it offered the hope of 
providing them with a method of 
reducing their ever-rising gas bills 
and the country with a method of 
moving toward the goal of 
becoming energy self-sufficient. As 
a matter of fact, one expert in the 
field of energy stated that this one 
device alone would make the 
United States self sufficient in 
natural gas within two years. 

Now, after almost eight months 
we are again facing another 
Michigan winter with little if any 
new information forthcoming 
regarding those tests conducted by 
Consolidated Gas. Instead, we now 
have been informed that the 
Consumers Power Company will 
duplicate Consolidated's tests this 
winter in 23 Livonia homes. 

Consumers has announced that 


they are now installing furnace 
modifications in those 23 locations 
for the purpose of testing the same 
system that Consolidated tested 
last winter. 

This winter, selected customers 
of Consumers Power will have 
special meters installed to 
determine which of the four modifi- 
cations to be tested (See ac- 
companying sketch), will provide 
the most efficient cost savings. 

While we applaud the efforts of 
these Michigan Gas Utilities to 
ensure the safety of their resi- 
dential customers, past speculation 
concerning the motives of the 
utilities in dragging their feet in 
approving general use of the 
device, tarnishes their shining 
armor. 

Utility critics have stated that 
this revolutionary new gas saving 
device has actually been In general 
use in Europe for the past 20 years. 
They further state that it is their 
opinion that the utilities would just 
as soon not see the device in 
general use because it might 
severely reduce the demand for 
natural gas, and ultimately force 
the retail price down. 


We do not know the answer to the 
question: Why is It taking so long 
for this proven gas saving device to 
be approved for general use? But, 
we do know that continuing testing 
will not hasten that day's arrival. 

We feel that It is time for the 
consuming public to get some 
answers. 

Public utilities, such as the gas 
companies, are just that. The 
reason for the existence is to 
provide the citizens of this state 
with the most efficient service at 
the lowest possible price. 

It seems highly unlikely that the 
gas utilities have made the decision 
to resist energy conservation, but 

at times it appears that they have.

Associated Newspapers urge the 
gas utilities to disclose the results 
of their past testing on the flue 
damper systems. In addition, the 
utilities owe their captive custo- 
mers a preview of their plans to 
support the use of the gas saving 
device. 

It is time for the citizens of 
Michigan to be informed: jusf 
before another long cold winter 
wouJd be the best time.

I saw a commercial the other night on 
television in which a product was being 
touted as ”... tasting just like good old- 
fashioned something or another ...” 

This commercial, consistent with most of 
the banality sired by the Madison Avenue 
wordsmiths. was nothing more than 90 or so 
seconds of half truths, outright baloney 
(no matter how they sliced it), total in- 
sensitivity, and completely tasteless. 

Yet, as I listened to this assault on candor 
and honesty, it got me to thinking about how 
many times in a week I hear that dreadful 
term ‘in the good old days’ being used to 
describe what is wrong with today’s world. 

Indeed, in some circles it’s the chic thing 
to dedicate much of one’s time decrying the 
current reality by retreating into a cocoon of 
yesterday — even through our remem- 
brances of yesterday are generally much 
nicer than things reaDy were 

In truth I’ll confess that I’m old enough to 
remember the middle and late 1930’s. It was 
an era known as the Great Depression 

Over 30 percent ot America's work force 
was un-employed Soup and bread lines 
were common, and I’ve actually seen 
hungry* men come to the door and beg for a 
sandwich The good old days 7 Hardly 

If you were a sports fan, perhaps you can 
remember listening to the radio (sorry, but 
in the good old days we had no TV to 
stimulate our brains » to hear Ty Tyson and 


later Harry Heilman broadcast the Detroit 
Tiger’s games away from home via a 
method laughingly called telegraphic 
reconstruction. 

Here’s the way it worked. The broad- 
caster would sit in a studio and read basic 
data as these data were transmitted over a 
Western Union wire. 

The transmission might read, for 
example, “Cochrane flied out to center.” It 
then became the task of Ty or Harry to play- 
act and do an embellishment on these 
simple words. What the listener would hear 
was something like, 

“Cochrane swings .... it’s a long drive 
toward center field DiMaggio turns and 
starts back ... he leaps, and makes a 
spectacular one-handed catch of the vicious 
line drive off the bat of Mickey Cochrane.” 

Such was the essence of sports broad- 
casting in the good old days Bah, humbug! 

Can you remember how most houses were 
heated not too many years ago? Like most 
everyone else, we had a coal furnace in our 
house Nothing wrong with that, except, of 
course, theblastedthing had to be banked at 
night, the damper had to be set properly, 
there were miserable ashes to be shoveled 
from the firebox grating and carried 
outside about twice each week, and then 
there was the most infamous problem of all, 
the coal bin 

To the minitiated, the coal bin was a room 


built in the basement into which was poured 
the coal you were to use to keep your fur- 
nace stoked. Try as my father might, there 
was simply no way he could ever make that 
infernal coal bin tight enough to keep coal 
dust from seeping out into the rest of the 
basement. And you must understand, that 
the coal dust made it very difficult for my 
mother whenshe hung out the wash to dry in 
the basement during the-mj^ter months. 

You see, in those good old days, we didn’t 
have automatic washersand dryers. Clothes 
were washed in an agitator machine which 
had attached to it a pair of hard rubber 
rollers though which you ran the wash (and 
occasionally a thumb or other part of the 
anatomy) to squeeze out the excess water 
before hanging up the clothes to dry. 

Now unless you were one of the Grosse 
Pointe swells, the soap you used to wash the 
clothes came in bar form, and not in the 
flakes or powder we a re all used to taday. As 
I recall, my mother used Fels Naptha bar 
soap. She’d take a paring knife and shave 
off thin slicesof soapa nd drop them into the 
hot water as it was being agitated in the 
machine. That would make the soap lather, 
and presto, you had soap suds in which you 
could wash your clothes. 

Washing clothes in the good old days was 
a? all-day exercise (generally Monday), 
and when you finished, you were pooped

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every American is the spiraling cost of 
hospital costs, whose sum total reflects 
charges for a room, medications, 
laboratory tests and anesethetics. As these 
costs continue to soar beyohd the purse- 
strings of even the companies we pay to 
insure us against such calamities, 
Americans are faced with a problem that 
seems to have no solution. 

But, as in the field of physics which 
teaches that for every action there is an 
opposite and equal reaction, every 
problem has a solution. 

Much coverage has been given to this 
dilemma of the 20th Century by our 
nation’s newspapers and other media, 
detailing how terrible everything in the 
area of rising hospital costs have become. 


It would appear that in seeking a solution 
to this problem one of the first areas to 
tackle would be our priorities. Our local, 
state and national leaders must unite and 
label this unwarranted drain on our 
pocketbooks as one of this nation’s No. 1 
problems. A problem which must be 
solted in the shortest possible time.

Once the magnitude of the problem and 
its ramifications to our nation’s total 
population are recognized, a blue ribbon 
panel should probe the causes which have 
culminated in this tragic situation. A 
situation that has reached such propor- 
tions that hospitalization insurance 
companies themselves are crying for help 
for fear of going under financially. 

A program of national health insurance 
isperenially advocated as the panacea for 


the sick, the mentally ill and the disabled. 
In Great Britain where this social ex- 
periment was t ried a nd is still in operation, 
it has been called a disaster, with much 
more going out in expeditures than coming 
in from revenues. 

Whatever the answer, and it is certain 
that much study wfll have to be made to 
find one, it will come only when our elected 
leaders put aside petty issues and take the 
bit in their teeth. 

For hospital rooms to cost anywhere 
from $100 to $150 per day is preposterous 
when a large segment of our population 
makes only about half that amount in total 
wages for an eight-hour shift. 

Fees assessed for laboratory tests in the 
hospital are staggering and the charges 
for the use of the operating room and 
anesthetics are equally high. 

In this day of ever-increasing inflation 
and rising costs for nearly every item 
needed for human existance — that is food, 
shelter, clothing and transportation — it 
should be our first priority to find a 
solution — to provide a health program 
with reasonable costs for the care which 
none of us hope we will ever need. 

Only momentary reflection will tell us 
that no one, from the President of the 
United States down to the most menial 
laborer, is immune f^om the ever-present 
threat of illness and injury, necessitating a 
stay in the hospital.

Handicapped facilities no longer excluded 


In recent years, new approaches to the 
care of the mentaDy of physically handi- 
capped, the elderly, and other persons who 
are in need of care have stressed the 
development of community based services 
as an alternative to institutionalization. 

The state of Michigan embarked some 13 
years ago on a program of community 
placement for persons who had been 
receiving care and treatment in institutions 
for the mentally ill or mentally retarded, but 
who no longer needed the intensive care and 
treatment the institution afforded. 

It is felt that in a residential community 
setting many of these persons can achieve a 
satisfying life that is as independent and 
nearly normal as possible. Not oifly do adult 
foster care homes and child care facilities 
provide an interim step for persons who no 
longer require treatment in an institution 
but who are not yet ready or able to live on 
their own, they also serve as permanent 
homes for persons who have never been in 
an institution but who, because of age or 
handicap, need some amount of assistance. 
In many cases, these persons have lived 
with their families until the parents were no 
longer able to provide the necessary care. 

It is estimated that nearly 70 percent of 
those currently in foster care never have 
been institutionalized. 

In addition, community mental health 


programs have attempted to avoid in- 
situtionalization for as many persons who 
come to them for help as possible. They also 
desire the availability of small foster care 
homes for clients who can no longer reside 
in their own homes. 

However, in many communities, zoning 
ordinances have been used to exclude foster 
care facilities from those residential areas 
where they could be most effective. As a 
result, these facilities have tended to cluster 
in areas without such zoning restrictions 
and in less suitable commercial and multi- 
use zones, creating in effect “ghetto'’ 
situations rather than the family residential 
atmosphere that is desired. 

Another result has been a tendency 
toward the development of larger homes 
which provide care for a large number of 
residents rather than the small home that 
more closely approximates a normal family 
situation. 

Hence the Legislature last session enacted 
a series of five billsseeking to address these 
two problem areas of the community place- 
ment program: allegedly exclusionary 
zoning practices and the overconcentration 
of foster care facilities. 

The new laws, which took effect this past 
April 1, amend the city and village, town- 
ship, and county zoning laws as well as the 
Adult Foster Care Licensing Act and the 


Child Caring Institutions Licensing Act by 
providing that persons in need of com- 
munity residential care shall not be ex- 
cluded by zoning from the benefits of normal 
residential surroundings. A state licensed 
residential facility providing foster care to 
six or fewer persons undo* 24 hour super- 
vision shall be considered a residential use 
of property and be permitted in all resi- 
dential zones, including single family zones. 

These facilities shall not be subject to any 
zoning procedure or permit process dif- 
ferent from those required for other 
structures in the same residential zone. 
Such facilities will have to comply with all 
local zoning ordinances and codes, just as 
any other dwelling in that residential zone. 

There have been numerous allegations 
that persons have been placed in facilities 
which do not meet the licensing require- 
ments, and that the inspection and regu- 
lation of these facilities is inadequate. This, 
along with the unfounded fear and mistrust 
with which many persons view these 
facilities has been another barrier to 
community acceptance. 

Part of the five bill package was drafted 
purposely to give local units of government 
the power to force foster care facilities to 
live up to licensing requirements. It is my 
feeling that the local people are more likely 
to know about a facility that has not been 


operated properly or whose building has 
deteriorated since its license was first 
issued. 

Two very important items to remember 
are that the new laws do not apply to homes 
caring for more than six foster residents. 
Such facilities are still required to follow the 
local zoning procedures which usually 
demands a public hearing and the granting 
of a special use permit. Also, the provisions 
of the bill do not apply to adult foster care 
facilities licensed by any state agency for 
the care or treatment of persons released 
from or assigned to adult correctional in- 
stitutions. 

These bills received much support from 
the Governor and from organizations and 
individuals concerned about the need for 
more foster care facilities, especially in 
more desirable residential areas. Of course,

ment to control use of their land. To this I 
must reply, yes, the state has granted 
municipalities the right to zone. It is not an 
inherent right of local government. But, 
however meritorious the arguments 
regarding local control of local matters, the 
state can, and should, intervene when the 
welfare of the people of the state is at stake. 

Local governments should not be allowed 
to discriminate with impunity against some 
handicapped members of our society. 
Further, it should be remembered that the 
law is part of a package which gives 
municipalities, for the first time, the power 
to file a direct complaint against a facility 
which is not being properly run. Thus, 
although the bill would take away a small 
amount of local discretion regarding zoning, 
the package of bills would give them a new 
right in return.

Port Authority would create jobs, 


Recently public hearings were held in the 
Detroit area and across the state regarding 
bills before the legislature which would 
enable localities to create port authorities. 

While this may seem like a rather obscure 
subject for most Michigan citizens, I assure 
you that the establishment of port 
authorities, particularly in the Detroit area, 
would have far-reaching, and favorable, 
economic consequences for a great many 
people. 

House Bill 5019, which I introduced, would 
allow cities and counties to establish port 
authorities for their particular area . Briefly 
stated, these port authorities would control 
and direct water-borne trade in and out of a 
given area. They could buy land, build 
facilities and charge fees for the use of the 
facilities. The Governor would have to 
approve an authority’s articles of in- 
corporation. 

There would be two different kinds of 
authorities differentiated by the size of the 
areas served. This would effectively mean 
that the makeup and funding of a Detroit- 
Wayne County Port Authority would be 


different from that for other areas of the 
state. 

A Detroit -area authority would have one 
member from the Department of- Com- 
merce, two members appointed by the city 
and two by the county, with no more than 
two from the same city, thereby insuring 
county-wide representation. 

For all authorities, their funding would 
not create ora Dow an increase in the overall 
millage limit on levies by local govern- 
ments. Also, the authority could not commit 
funds from a constituent entity without a 
“yes” vote by the member from that entity. 
There would have to be a inanimous vote to 
approve any operating budget or capital 
outlay. 

A crucial aspect of HB 5019 is that it would 
give port authorities the power to issue 
revenue bonds in order to raise the money 
necessary for the development of port 
facilities. This is a vital part of any plan to 
create a port authority, since without in- 
dependent funding an authority would be 
subject to pobtical whims and con- 
siderations. 


Such bonds would be repaid from income 
derived from the projects which they 
finance. These bonds could not be con- 
sidered a debt of thestate or of a local unit of 
government. In fact, they would state on 
their face that they are not a general 
obligation of the state. 

An authority could also issue bonds in 
anticipation of revenue from several 
sources: money which will be paid to the 
authority by public or private corporations; 
limited funds from varied other sources. 

House BiU 5019 also contains provisions 
for yearly audits, public hearings, and other 
procedures to ensure that the public would 
have the greatest possible voice in the 
operation of the Port Authority. 

Benefits would be many. With an in- 
creased volume of trade for Michigan in 
general and the Detroit area in particular, 
business would benefit from the greater and 
more diversified turnover of products; 
workers would benefit from the new jobs 
that would be generated; state government 
and state services would benefit from the 
increased state revenue which would come

What's in a handle?

In the world of CB a handle is a 
code name used for identifying 
purposes. Are they legal? Well, the 
FCC, not too long ago, sanctioned 
the use of handles so long as your 
regular assigned call sign also is 


given properly. 

At times you hear a CBer use his 
own name as his handle, causing a 
few raised eyebrows. Seems that 
there is some unwritten law against 
using your own name on. the CB. 


Kelley to seek 
fund for families 
of peace officers 


Attorney General Frank J. Kelley 
recently announced a wide-ranging, 
innovative Peace Officers Benefit 
Plan in a speech before the annual 
Michigan Prosecuting Attorneys 
Convention, held on Mackinac 
Island. 

Kelley’s plan is designed to 
provide benefits for the dependents 
of peace officers who are slain in the 
line of duty. The plan includes: 

-Tuition-free college or trade 
school education for the spouses and 
children of a slain peace officer. 

—A benefit payment of $100 per 
week for life to the spouse of a slain 
peace officer. 

—A benefit payment of $25 per 
week to the child of a slain peace 
officer lasting until the child com- 
pletes his education. 

—Extending the benefit program 
to include not only those who are 
killed after the program is enacted, 
but the families of all those ever 
killed in the state. 

—Coverage of all peace officers. 
This would include state and local 
police, firemen, conservation of- 
ficers and others involved in the 
control or reduction of criminal acts, 
or the enforcement of criminal laws. 

Kelley said: 4 ‘Lmake this proposal 
not with a view of giving the family 
of a peace officer a gift, but rather 


with a view toward partially com- 
pensating them for their loss. After 
all, the family of a peace officer 
slain in the line of duty has little 
hope of suing the criminal who 
caused the death. 

“Certainly, these two laws will 
cost some amount of money. But I 
don’t believe the cost will be an 
undue burden on the state budget. I 
believe it is the least we should do to 
express our gratitude to those people 
on the front line in the battle against 
crime.” 

Kelley said he would present the 
plan as a specific legislative 
proposal to the Michigan legislature 
when it comes back into session in 
September. 

Kelley presented the Peace Of- 
ficers' Benefit Plan during a speech 
on the state of criminal justice in 
Michigan. 

In that speech Kelley said the 
slate was reaching a turning point in 
its criminal justice system, with 
more attention being paid to how 
that system serves the victims of 
crime rather than being totally 
concerned with justice for the 
criminals. He cited the state’s new 
mandatory sentence for carrying a 
gun while committing a crime, and 
the new compensation for the vic- 
tims of violent crime act as evidence 
of this trend.

Some operators use a personalized 
identification as a means of making 
it more difficult for Uncle Charlie’s 
monitors to find them. I would say 
that a majority of operators use a 
handle as an extension of their own 
personality. 

CBers were not the first to initiate 
the practice of handles. If you really 
think about it, it’s all been done 
before. Radio stations, military 
communications, ships and aircraft 
require the use of code names. 

Unlike CBers and most other FCC 
licensees who are forced to accept 
whatever call sign Uncle Charlie’s 
computer kicks out, AM-FM and TV 
broadcast stations can request 
specific call signs, and the FCC 
generally accomodates them so long 
as the requested call signs are not 
already assigned. 

The fact is that it appears to be 
true that what we call ourselves over 
the air somehow shapes our image 
in the minds of those who listen to us. 

When a CB handle has been 
decided on (usually after much 
thought) it is considered by many to 
be their very own personal property. 
It’s usually startling to hear 
someone else with your handle. If 
you do, don’t get all bent out of 
shape. Don’t feel like you have been 
ripped off. When you hear someone 
using the same handle as yours go 
% back to him and ask him how long he 
has had the handle. The usual 
response is “about 30 years”. When 
you hear that kind of an answer that 
usually puts a shot across your bow. 

Some CBers have been known to 
become violent over the theft of the 
handle. If someone gives you a hard 


time about using the same handle 
you can always retaliate by saying 
“up your nose, now we both have the 
same handle”. That usually settles 
them down. 

Since the upsurge in CB use, 
handle duplications are quite 
common. It can’t really be helped. 
There seems to be little objection to 
a CBer in Michigan using the same 
handle as an operator in Florida. It’s 
when two CBers in the same general 
area use the same handle that 
tempers begin to flare. 

Some people make choosing a 
handle a simple matter while others 
meditate, ask for opinions and take a 
long period of decision before they 
make their choice. It has to be 
special — has to capture the very 
essence of the ego. 

A big complaint with handles is 
that they are hard to understand. Be 
careful that you pick a handle that 
doesn’t sound too confusing, 
especially in all the heavy congestion 
we have been experiencing. 

There you have it. Before you key 
the mike and make yourself known 
— again, or for the first time — 
make sure you really want to be 
thought of as your handle.

(2) That the applicant is residing in the premises for which the low income 
resident sewer service installation charge is requested. 

Section 4. CONFLICTING ORDINANCES. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation.

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MOSQUITOS 

Their bite is more then itchy 


Mosquitos can be nasty pests at 
this time of year in more ways than 
one. Not only can their bites cause 
itching nusiances, but bites from 
certain mosquitos may cause out- 
breaks of a serious disease. 

In 1975 there were 36 reported 
cases of St. Louis Encephalitis 
throughout Wayne County Last 
year there were six cases of this 
mosquito-transmitted disease in 
Michigan. 

Dr. Perry Stearns, Wayne County 
health director, said that there is no 
evidence so far this year of a St. 
Louis Encephalitis outbreak. The 
Health Department’s bird sur- 
veillance program is trying to 
determine if the virus that causes 
this disease is in the blood of local 
birds. The disease is passed back 
and forth between mosquito and bird 
and is transmitted to man by the bite 
of the mosquito. Only two birds out 
of nearly 4,000 tested this year in 
Michigan show evidence of some 
virus activity. Health officials are 
uncertain if the virus is left over 
from last year or whether a new 
disease cycle has begun. 

All area residents can help reduce 
the number of mosquitoes and the 
possibility of diseases. Since all 
mosquitoes require water for hat- 
ching of eggs, residents can help 


themselves and their neighbors by 
the elimination of water holding 
containers or ponded water on their 
property. 

Specific suggestions from the 
Health Department for reducing 
mosquito breeding in the neigh- 
borhood include: 

—Keep water changed daily in 
wading pools. Swimming pools 
unused for several days should still 
be filtered and disinfected daily. 

—Keep water changed weekly in 
bird baths. 

—Fill in low areas of yards that 
cause water ponding. 

—Discard any items such as old 
tires that hold wter 

—Check house rain gutters and 
downspouts for clogging or holding 
water. 

— Keep drainage ditches in front of 

property clean. L , 

— Ornamental ponds should 
either be stocked with fish or 
drained and cleaned weekly. 

Other helpful measures include 
cutting of grass and weeds close to 
the ground; and where mosquitoes 
are still evident the treat- 
ment of yard vegetation with 
mosquitoes are still evident the 
treatment of yard vegetation with 
residual insecticides, such as 
Malathion. Other relatively safe 


insecticides, which can provide 
mosquito control for up to one or two 
hours are pyrethrums sold in 
several brand name products. These 
are contact sprays which have very 
little residual action, but provide 
short term effectiveness. 

To minimize the annoyance of 
biting mosquitoes, the Health 
Department recommends that doors 


and windows be closed unless insect 
screening is available, that 
protective clothing be worn or insect 
repellants used when outdoors in 
areas with numerous mosquitoes. If 
possible, it is better to stay away 
from wooded and heavily vegetated 
areas. Since mosquitooes are most 
active during evening hours, it is 
helpful to stay inside at that time.

because of overcharges in its fuel 
adjustment clause. That refund has 
been completed, but now Consumers 
is asking the PSC to reconsider the 
basic decision made in ordering that 
refund. 

Kelley said: “Tliis matter is a 
simple one. Consumers changed a 
basic accounting procedure with 
regard to nuclear fuel that in effect 
greatly increased the booked cost of 
this fuel. We contended that the 
company had no right to make such 
a unilateral change in accounting 
assumptions. The PSC agreed with 
our position and ordered the $1.6 
million refund.” 

Power utilities in Michigan are 
allowed to pass on 90 percent of the 
increased co6t of fuel automatically 
to their customers. As a check on 


this procedure, the PSC holds 
reconciliation hearings to insure 
that the company has not been 
overcollecting through the fuel 
adjustment clause. 

At last reconciliation hearing 
Kelley alleged that Consumers had 
overcharged customers by ar- 
bitrarily changing the salvage value 
of its spent nuclear fuel. Previously, 
the spent fuel had been assigned a 
fairly substantial salvage value, but 
Consumers unilaterally changed the 
salvage value to zero and upped its 
fuel adjustment charge accordingly. 
The PSC agreed with Kelley’s 
position and ordered the refund. 

The reason for Consumers appeal 
for rehearing is that another 
reconciliation hearing is scheduled 
in early Augjst to cover fuel ad- 


justment clause use from October 
1976 thru June 1977 Because Con- 
sumers undervalued its spent 
nuclear fuel it faces possible refunds 
of up to $10 million in the next year 
Kelley has taken the position, and 
the PSC agreed, that major changes 
in accounting, such as reducing the

Summer gardens are at their peak 
and fairly bursting with goodies for 
the table With all that fresh produce 
available, imaginative cooks are 
always looking for new and in- 
teresting ways to prepare the 
garden bounty. 


Here are two recipes featuring 
ground pork which make use of 

green peppers in one case and 
cabbage in another — two ways of 

varying your meals while using 
those good, wholesome vegetables. 


Pork Stuffed 
Cabbage Rolls 

14 pounds ground pork 

1 medium cabbage 

2 quarts boiling water 
14 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon dill week 
> M teaspoon pepper 
1 small onion, chopped 
4 cup finely chopped celery 
I egg 

1 can (11 ounces) condensed 
Cheddar cheese soup 
1 cup cooked rice 
» 4 cup boiling water 
Flour for gravy, if desired 
Paprika, if desired 

Cut core from cabbage, place head 
in saucepan, add boiling water and 
cook 3 to 4 minutes Drain cabbage 
and remove and reserve 12 leaves as 
they become flexible Sprinkle salt, 
dill weed and pepper over ground 
pork Add onion, celery, egg and 4 
cup of cheese soup, stir lightly to 
combine. Stir in cooked rice and 
divide meat mixture into 12 equal 
parts Place one portion of meat 
mixture in each cabbage leaf Roll 
leaves and fold ends to enclose 
filling place rolls, seam-side down, 
in large frying pan (Rolls can be 
secured with small round wooden 
picks, if necessary ) Add 4 cup 
water, cover tightly and cook 30 
minutes Add remaining cheese 
soup and cook, covered. 10 minutes 
or until cabbage and pork are done 


Remove rolls to warm platter; 
thicken cheese sauce with flour, if 
desired, and serve over rolls 
Sprinkle with paprika, if desired. 6 
servings of 2 rolls each. 

Savory Pork-Stuffed 
Peppers 

14 pounds ground pork 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
1 can (104 ounces) cream of 
celery soup 

1 can (7 ounces) whole kernel 
corn, drained 

l medium onion, finely chopped 
3 large green peppers 
6 tomato slices, cut 4 inch thick 
Salt 

Parmesan cheese 

Lightly brown ground pork in 
large frying-pan pour off drippings 
Sprinkle salt and pepper over meat 
Add celery soup, corn and onion 
and cook slowly 10 to 12 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Cut green 
peppers in half lengthwise and 
remove membrane and seeds; cook 
in boiling salted water for 2 minutes 
invert and drain thoroughly Fill 
pepper halves with meat mixture 
and place on rack in roasting pan 
Bake in a moderate oven ( 350 
degrees F > for 15 minutes Sprinkle 
salt on both sides of tomato slices 
and place on top of stuffed peppers 
Sprinkle with Parmesan cheese and 
bake 15 minutes longer 6 servings

Professors and teachers 
have adjusted to being younger then 
some of their students, and some 
authorities have even declared that 


age improves learning ability. 
Studying can be easier, once new 
habits are acquired, with the 
children no longer running about 
and disrupting homework Self 
assurance is high. Although the fire 
that drives our youth to achievement 
might not burn as bright, ac- 
ceptance of limitations has its own 
reward.

Hertel bill aims 
to end mandatory 
retirement at 65 


Many senior citizens are working 
toward a degree, but many more are 
just enjoying the thrill of learning 
agaia Age does not dim the mind, if 
the body is healthy, and experience 
makes the senior a little bit superior 
to the younger student. 

Best of all, being busy leaves no 
time for loneliness, and new 
acquaintances can be found in every 
classroom. Interest in your chosen 
subject, assures you of a common 
bond. 

Wayne County Continuing 
Education offers a varsity of classes 
in our area, with some non-credit 
classes being offered free to senior 
citizens who meet their eligibility 
requirements.

This scene will 
be an event of the past, 
if a bill to introduced by 
State Rep. Dennis 
Hertel of Detroit is 
passed. 

The bill will do away 
with mandatory 
retirement ages for all 
workers in the State of 
Michigan. 

Rep. Hertel stated his 
reasons for introducing 
the legislation: “Ap- 
proximately 51 percent 
of this state’s citizens 60 
years and older reside 
in the southeastern 
Michigan area. It has 
been proven that people 
who work longer live 
longer. 

“The highest suicide 
rate for men is among 
those who are retired 
and over the age of 64, 
the reasons given for the 
high rate are 
depression, alcoholism, 
illness, and most of all 
lonliness. 

“Sixty-five is not a 
; magic number, it was 
the age used in the first 
Social Security plan in 
Bismark’s Germany of 
the 19th century, and 
was accepted by the 
U.S. Congress in 1935 
when they created our 
own Social Security 
Program. None of these 
are necessarily good 
reasons to continue the 
practice.” 

Hertel added that 
.“persons who have 
.worked all their lives 
Uire forced at the 
predetermined age of 65 
Ifor the private em- 
ployee and 70 for the 
:state employee to 
suddenly change from a 
.productive to a non- 
productive person.” 

• “No matter that there 
: may be many good 
wage-earning years left 
in the employee, he or 
she must retire,” he 
.said. “There are some 
exceptions but for the 
grea t majority 
retirement at a 
predetermined age is no 
; longer valid.” 

; In discussing the 
'proposal Hertel pointed 
out that men have a life 
expectancy of 13 years 
f and women 18 years 
;after retirement at 65, 
•and the mandatory 
retirement rules put 
more persons into an 
already overburdened 
Social Security system. 

Hertel claims that 
rather than forcing 
these persons to retire 
and live on Social 
Security, we should 
allow them to choose, if 
they want, to remain 
productive members of 
society and continue to 
contribute to Social 
Security as long as they 
are physically and 
mentally able to work. 

Rep. Hertel further 
said: “Many persons 
after retirement don’t 
know how to fill their 
time. But for most the 
argument in favor of 
delaying retirement is 
purely economic; to 
continue working and 
live a decent fife or 
retire and face the 
remaining years in 
almost complete 
poverty 

“Today, only 50 
percent of all senior 
citizens have pensions 
other than Social 
Security. If my proposal 


passes people will have 
a choice and the choice 
will be one of dignity.” 

“Elected officials and 
self-employed persons 
are the only persons in 
the job market who are 
not forced into 
retirement,” he con- 
cluded. “We currently 
have members in the 


Michigan House who 
are over 70 years of age. 
They carry a full work 
load, make the same 
decisions that are made 
by the other members of 
the House and are doing 
an excellent job. 

“Other citizens should 
have the right to make 
the same choice.” 


Checker Cab Co., which now offers 
free transportation to senior citizens 
and disabled persons in Detroit, will 
expand their free services in Dep- 
tember to include other parts of 
Wayne County. Seniors need only 
call 24 hours ahead to reserve a cab. 
The senior’s destination may be 
anywhere in Wayne County.

No money, 
no sports 
in Romulus

There is a cloud of frustration and disenchantment hanging over 
the Romulus School District. 

With an alarming $307,000 deficit at the end of the 1976-77 school 
year, recent state aid will not put a dent in that deficit, according to 
school officials. 

Concerned about the widening financial bulge, the school board 
has again asked the voters to approve a 8M> mill levy which would 
raise nearly $1.7 million. 

And even with that, the school district will not be bailed out of its 
present economic dilemma, according to James M. Garfield, 
superintendent of school. 

The 8.5 mill proposal will go to the voters on Sept. 12. They have 
turned down similar requests in the past. 

“Even if the millage passes,” said Garfield, “our problems will 
not be over. We cut nearly $1.4 million from our programs and if the 
millage doesn’t go through, there’s going to be even less to look 
forward to in the school district.’ ’ 

Romulus schools presently levy 27.65 mills ($27.65 per $1,000 in 
assessed property valuation) and if the new levy passes it will bring 
the total of 36.15 mills. 

Whether the millage passes or fails, Romulus will not have an 
athletic program this year. 

“We are not going to restore competitive sports this year,” 
Garfield stresses. “That is a fact that all of us around here know. 
Even if the millage passes on Sept. 12, that would be too late for the 
football season.’* 

According to Michigan High School Athletic Association rules, 
high school football teams must have at least three weeks of 
practice prior to their first game. 

Garfield pointed out that the “restoration of sports would not be 
a first priority because we have a lot of other priorities.’* 

Last year coaches and athletes helped raise enough money to 
salvage the football and cross country season. Would the board 
approve a similar program this year. 

The feeling around here is that if you’re going to restore any 
program, then you must restore all,” Garfield noted. He also put a 
price tag of between $50,000 to $75,000 to keep some of the sport 
programs alive. 

Though he didn’t see a mass exodus of coaches from the school 
district, Garfield believed some of the coaches would leave if they 
had offers from other school districts. 

“Obviously coaches don’t make their living on the salaries we 
pay them for coaching,” Garfield said. “We don’t pay these people 
enough. They make their living from their salaries as teachers. 

“And, I expect some of these coaches will leave if they find the 
right spots.” 

The reality of all of this hasn’t sunk in, as yet. 

But, when the second week of September rolls around when 
most prep teams start their season, it will. 

There’s going to be a lot of disenchanted people in Romulus this 
year. 

We hope that that is all they will be.

Performing much like its 
professional namesake, the Little 
Caesar team of the Canton Township 
Women s Division displayed its own 
brand of softball expertise and won 
the division championship.

The time of year is here for our 
annual trip to Manistee Lake. Every 
August we head to the mouth of the 
Little Manistee river to still fish for 
Chinook at night. 

Driven by the need to reproduce, 
the big salmon move in un- 
believeable numbers into Manistee 
Lake. Since the water temperature 
of the Manistee rivers is usually 
higher than the desired range, they 
will school off the river mouths, 
waiting for cooler weather to drop 
the water to 54 degrees. At this time 
the big trophies are particularly 
numerable to the still fisherman in 
a small boat. 

I row a small aluminum boat to an 
area of the lake just off the river 
mouth, in about 10 feet of water. I 
place a large nightcrawler on a No. 6 
hook with no weight, cast it out, set a 
light amount of drag on my reel, and 
sit back and relax. 

Once you’ve set lines there’s 
nothing to do but wait. Well armed 
with insect repellent, sandwiches, 
and coffee, one can swap lies with a 
fishing buddy or listen to the night 
sounds. A car honking somewhere 
on the highway, frogs croaking, 
crickets, a large chi nook jumping, 
or some guy trying to console his 
better half, who is making the 
fishing trip for her first time. 

I’m all for famly fishing; but 
Manistee Lake with it’s bugs, and 
the smell of the paper mill closing 
your nostrils, is not likely to convert 
many wives into night fishing 
devotees. 

And then it happens. First a 
steady pull makes your reel’s drag 
start to talk. You grab your rod, set 
the hook, and it’s almost jerked 
from your hands. Twenty five 
pounds of chinook just got angry. 
He’s felt the hook and he’s fighting 
back to Lake Michigan where those

300 yards of 10-pound test line on 
your reel you start to wonder is he’s 
going to stop. Then your line goes 
slack. 

Grumbling as you start to reel 
your line back in you realize he only 
changed direction. Cranking like 
mad, you try to regain the lost line 
as he zooms by to the other side of 
the boat. 

Finally after about thirty minutes 
you see him in the meager glow of 
your flashlight. As your partner 
slides the net under 3Vfe feet of 
salmon you try and act as if it’s no 
big deal. 

Still fishing for salmon can be very 
slow and boring. But it can also be 
good enough that Buck Ryder of 
Plymouth wouldn’t dream of going 
through an August without a few 
nights of salmon fishing on Manistee 
Lake. 

Any talk about salmon always 
brings up the subject of snagging. 
While it is true that they no longer 
feed but will strike anything that 
comes in their path, snagging is not 
necessary. 

Besides not being v«*y sporting, it 
is a ideal way to break equipment, 
destroy trout and other fish, and 
injure fellow anglers. I’ve seen a 
snagging hook, with it’s deadly load 
of lead, rip the eye of a bystander 
who was there to watch the jumping 
fish I think the loss of one man’s 
eyesight is reason enough to oppose 
snagging.
